The treaty will nrmvldo for absolute
sovereignity of Italy in Lybla, with-
out formal recognition there of Italy
by Turkey, and frec exercise of relig-
jous authority by the Khalif; Turkey
to withdraw her regular troops from
Lybia; Ttaly to pay =sn indemnity
equivalant to Lybia’s contributions to
the Ottoman tremsury; restitution of
the captured islanda to Turkey with
guarantees for the Christian people;
no indemnity payable by either side
toward the cost of the war, and re-es-
tablishment of former diplomatic and
commercial relations.

During the pust week there has
beén doubt as to whether the war,
which lasted for more than & year,
wonld be brought to an' end.  Italy's
time limit for the eomelusion of peace
expired on October 18, but on that day
she granted three dayes” grace 'to Tur-
key to decide whether it wmhould be
peacé or a continusnce of the war,

dead in the Bowery, shot through
heart; s Bussian Jew locksmith stum-
bled westward through Pall strest and
dropped dend at Pell and Mott streets
with & bullet in his bead; a Jersey
City freight conductor lay ecritically
injured In Pell strest with a bullet in
his left nide; a stableman lay in the
office of a livery stable in Mott street
in & line with Pell street, shot in the
foot, and still another lockamith lay at
Pell street and the Bowery uneon-
soloud @nd bleeding from a sesdip
wound where a bullet had torn his
head, The initial duel had touched off
a tong war that sent bullets singing
cast and west in Pell street. as China-
men popped in and out of their war-
rens {o bang at an enemy.

Change to Be Urged in Transporta-
tion of Convicts.

Salem—The systém of transporta-
tion of conviets from the place of eon-
viction to the atate penitentiary will
be materially changed at what -
Ises to be a great saving, according to

gned. | plans whieh Governor West is making

for & recommendation, to be ineorpor-
ated in his message to.the pext legis-
lature, and founded on the résults
which have been secured in the
change made In traneportation of pa-
tients to the state insane asylum,

Under the old law patienta were

to the asylum under the
care of a sheriff or his deputy. Now
an attendant is sent from the saylum
to bring in the patient.

Under the old law covering trans-
portation for asylum patients to that
institution from the place of commit-
ment, the records show that for the
22 months between January, 1908, and
October, 1904, the average cost for
transportation of the insane under the
old law was $64.61 per patient.

Under the new Iaw the average cost
is shown to be $86.17, or slmost half
the cost that was charged wnder the
old law. With the transportation of
several hundred patients snnpally it
smounts into & handsome naving,

Dauring 1911 it cost the state a total
of $10,844 to transport petients from
the of eonviction to the prison,
Of this amount $672 was for expenses
incidental to transportation of pa-
tients and officers, The per diem of
sheriifs and guards amounted to ap-
proximately $2200. On tue ratio of
the saving on transportation of insane,
8 saving of practically 60 per cent, or
about 6000 snnually, would be made
in transporting prisoners.

They were irrigated twiecs, Laust
week he started to dig them and found
that the hills had ron together so that
each row was one continuous line of
solid spuds,

Many of the plants had enough on
them to fill m five-gallon oil can.
Most of the sapuds are & foot long and
mome weigh four pounds each,

The acre yielded 700 sacks, or
1400 bushels, Mr. Steele also
raisad a eabbage this summer weigh-
ing 28 pounds.

Hood River Gets Fish.

Hood River—A great deal of "sctivi-
ty in stocking the streama of Hood
River valley with game fish has been
noted this summer, and further work
is to be done. So far about 250,000
trout have been planted in the various
streams, and anotber carload was dis-
tributed last week. Everybody helps
in the work. Ranchers have left their
work to haul cans of fish ten miles
back to the hesdwaters, and two wag-
on# made the trip to Lont lake. The
state game and fish commission bas
sppropriated $500 to place s fish lad-
der st the Devil’s Punch Bowl, and
the work will be done this fall.

ROOSEVELT RESTS EASY;
CONDITION SATISFACTORY

Chicago, Oct. 16.—Colonel Roowe-
velt awoke soon after 2 o’clek this
morning and his elinical record was
taken. His pulse had fallen to 80 and
was not far above normal. His tem-
perature remained stationary at 88,8
snd his respiration was 18. He felt
wakeful and switched on his night
Hght and began to read.

Chicago, Oct. 16,—Calonel Roosae-
velt, ahot last night by a crank in Mil-
winukee, was resting essy tonight snd
hig physi¢inns said, after a day of
nervous strain, that they were pleased
by his eondition.

The clinieal record showed, how-
sver, that Ll coidition was hardly ss
favorable as when he entered the hos-
pital early in the morning. His pulse
nt 10 o’clock was 86, or 14 counts
above norma!, and two counts above
the record two hours after he was
shot, j

Hin temperature waa §9.2, or three-
fitths of & degree above mormal. It
wos believed the night would indicate
whether the wound would heal nor-
mally.

Tetanus anti-toxin was injected into
the Colonel’s abdomen & short time
before ha went to sleep. A rise in
temperature followed, together with
alight local irvitation. Otherwise the
patient exhibited no symptoms from
the anti-toxin, although tho surgeons
ware prepared for the alight natsea
and dizziness that sometimes follow
the trestment. The six-tenths of &
degree of temperature, it ie said,
were pot caused by the condition of
the wound, s up to the time of the
injection the patient’'s temperature
virtually was normal, The increase
in the rats of his pulse is not mccount-
ed for,

TAFT REVIEWS BIG FLEET.

128 War Vessels Pass Majosticaily
Befora President.

_-New,_ York — The Atlantie fleet |
stoamed out to sea Tuesday afternoon.

From the super-dresdnaughts Arkan-
sas and Wyoming, to the tinfest mub-
marine, the 12 war vessels passed in
review before President Taft. The
column was1l6 miles long and was
nearly two hours in ;uuinﬁi

Secretary of the Navy Meyer atood
with the president on the bridge of
the president's 'yachi, Mayflower,
while the long line moved past.

Flying the fiug of Rear Admiral Os-
terhaus, the fleet communder, the
Connecticut led the way, with the Ar-
kansas following. When abreast the
Mayflower the Connecticut fired a six-
pounder. It was the firmt gun of the
long presidential salute.

Tens of thousande of persons black-
ened the shora line of the Hudson aa
the fleet steamed out. Another army
viewed the pageant from downtown
skyscrspers., Other thousands were
aboard n fleet of excursion wsteamers.

One nccident marked the review,
when the torpedo bont Craven bumped
agalnst a lighter, Examination proved
that ahe had been damaged only
slightly.

Both robbers escaped from the car
and were chased jnto the hilla in the
vicinity, but one was Jater caught
downtown and confessed to s part of
the erime. A second ia slso hold as
&n accomplice.

The holdup ocecurred within two
blocks of the brilliantly lighted Bouth
Portland Ghetto and part of the affair
was enacted on the South Portland
bridge, under the glare of high-power
sdvertising snd street lighta.

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ASSASSIN FIRES
AT ROOSEVELT

Bullet Penetrates Clothing and
Makes Flesh Wound.

Colonel Proceeds to Hall and Makes
Brief Addreas, Then Retires
to Private Car.

Milwaukee, Wis.—Colonel Theodore

Roosevelt was ahot in the mbdominal
rogion shortly before 8 o'clack Monday
night, while sitting in his sutomobile
in front of the Gilpatrick House In
Milwaukee, about to start for the su.
ditorinm to deliver his scheduled nd.
dress, According to latest secounts
the bullet ia imbedded in the museular
tissue and the wound 18 not serions.

The sttempted assassination and all
its mecompanying scenes ware dra-
matie in the extrema. The wonld-be
murderer was John Shrenk, of New
York eity, a man apparently demented
on the subject of the third term. He
was captured and locked up,

Unconscious fof his wound, Colonel
Roogevelt proceeded to the auditor-
lum, and when his ‘eondition was dis-
covered, in spite of the protest of his
physician, he made n stirring address
on the subject of his attempted mur-
der. Weakened from loms of blood
and nt the conclusion of his speech he
was taken to the Emergency hospital,
where, after an exmmination by phy-
sicians, the nature of his wound was
aseertained. It was mnot considersd
serious enough to compel a stay In
Milwaukee, and at 12/60 a. m. he was
taken aboard his special traln ona
slow run to Chicago.

The colonel announced that he
would spend the night on the train and
after a fow hours here would go on to
i:ﬂ:uplll to fulfill his engagement

Chieago—Colonal Roosevelt arrived
in Chicago at 8:80 o'clotk Tueaday
morning. The colonel was said to be
resting ensy. He had exporienced no
discomfort during the from Mil-
wagkee. He had alept ull tho way.
His temperatore was normal and his
pulse 84.

That the wound was pot more #er-
fous was due to the fact that the bul.
let was spent from passing through
the colonel’s army overcouat, spectacle
ease and the manuseript of his  con-
templated spoech, !

Henry F. Cochems seized the as-
sngiin and held him until policemen
enme up. A mob surged around ‘the
man, who spparently is a radieai on
the subject of Roosavelt's running for
snother term for president.

The assapsin, who a8 amall of sta-
ture, admitted firing the shot and said
that “any man looking for a third
term ought to be shot.’’

In notes found in the man's pockets
at the police atation were statoments
that the man had been visited in s
dream by the spirit of William Me-
Kinley, who he sald, indicating Roose-
velt, ““Thia is my murderer; avenge
my desth.'’

The eolonel felt no pain at the time
the nhot was fired and was not aware
that he was shot until he was on his
way tg the suditorium. His attention
was then dalled to the hole in his
overcost, and he found that he was
not badly burt. A superficial exmin.
Ination of the wound was mado when
he renched the nuditorium, and three
physicians agreed he was inno imme-
dinte danger,

Colone! Roosevelt's life wan probably
saved by the manuseript of his speech
which he made. The bullet struck
the mmnuseript, which retarded its
force as it panased through Into the
flesh.

The sssassin was provented from
firing & necond abat by Albert H. Mar-
tin, one of Calonel Roosevalt's two see-
returies. Colonel Roosevelt had juat
stepped into an automobile when the
asaassin pushed hin way through the
crowd to the strest and fired. Mar-
tin, who was standing in the car with
the colonel, lesped to the man's
shouldera and bore him to the ground.

A wild ery of ""lynch him'" want up
from the erowd. Colonel Roosevelt
spoke to the people and told them to
spare the would-be nssasain,

In wpite of the entreaties of physl-
elnny, Colonel Roosuvelt insisted upon
delivaring his address.

“T will make this speech or die,
one or the other,"

New Altalfa in Salution.
